That apparently 
was as far as he wanted to go. Ob­ 
viously if he had wanted criminal 
prosecution he would dhave sent 
the column direct to tho Justice 
Department to which he has refer 
red various other m atters in the 
past. 
JOE S FRIEND 
McCarthy happens 
to be chair­ 
man of tin* Senate subcommittee 
for post office appropriations, thus 
has a powerful hold on Sum m er­ 
field. 
Once before they put their 
heads together to em barrass an­ 
other McCarthy critic—Henry Luce 
of Time. Life and Fortune — when 
.Summerfield furnished 
McCarthy 
under-the-table figures on Luce’s 
profits and McCarthy proceeded to

Wilson Says U. S. 
Defense Will 
Deter Major War 


Secretary Makes 
First Report On 
'New Look' Policy 


WASHINGTON (FP) 
_ Defense 
Secretary Charles E. Wilson said 
Wednesday night the administra­ 
tion’* ‘ new look" defense policy i.-? 
designed to “deter both a major 
war and local aggression." 
In his first sem iannual report 
since adoption of the “new look”,
